Out of the cry of the Negro people for justice tnd chuelity, 
the National Negro Congress was born in Chicago, Illinois, on: February 
14, 1936 — the birthday inniverssry of Frederick Douglass, 2 great Negro 
statesman. 


The Congress is 2 federated organization which séeks to unite 
the Negro people and all friends of Negro fresdom for complete social 
justice and full citizenship for the Negro Americans. The congress does 
not duplicate any organization. It isa federated body not oniy in its 
organizational structure but in its funcamental philosophy end policy. 
it is 2 common ground upon which all organizations interested in Negro 
rizhts and the promotion of democracy for all Americens in the country 
can meet and pool their strength and resources toward the common goel 
of social, economic and political betterment. It seeks through con- 
structive and united action to achieve its objectives.

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With the formetion of this Congress a new day dawned: in the 
life of the Negro people.
